WRECKED FIVE. 


Many of the Passengers Were Net 
Able to Get Out of Submerge* 
roaches and Lost Their 
Lives by Drowning. 


Atlantic City, N. J., Oct. 29.—By the 
wrecking 
of a 
three-coach 
electric 
train on the West Jersey and Seashore 
railroad Sunday afternoon a number 
of pasaengera perished. 
While crossing over a drawbridge 
■panning the waterway known as the 
“Thoroughfare,” which separates At­ 
lantic City from the main land, the 
train left the track and plunged into 
the water. The passengers in the first 
two coaches, with one or two excep­ 
tions, were drowned. 
Up to midnight 
Sunday night twenty-five bodies had 
been recovered. 
The disaster, the worst that has hap 
pened since the Meadows wreck of 
July 30, 1896, occurred at 2:80. 
The 
train, made up of three heavy vestibule 
electric coaches, which left Camden 
at I o’clock in the afternoon, carried 
at least eighty-eight 
passengers, as 
that number of tickets are held by the 
conductor. ‘ 
While running at a speed said to 
have been moderate the first coach 
left the rails and dragged those follow­ 
ing It over the ties fifty feet Sudden­ 
ly swerving, the first two coaches 
plunged over the side of the bridge 
Into the water fifteen feet below. The 
third coach struck an abutment, broke 
lta couplings, and for a brief moment 
hung suspended over the water. Brief 
as was this period, however, it gave 
more than a score of passengers an 
opportunity to escape by the rear door. 
Then the car slid off and followed the 
other two into the water. 
The accident was witnessed by many 
persona on shore, and assistance was 
promptly sent from Atlantic City. The 
water at the point where the train 
plunged In was not deep enough to , 
cover the coaches at first, but as they J 
quickly settled In the mud, and as 
the tide arose they were soon hidden , 
from sight except the trolley poles.: 
Divers were sent down to try to reach 
the dead bodies in the coaches, but j 
aa darkness set in, and as the tide . 
ran more swiftly, they were unable 
for a long time to reach them. 
I^ate in the evening a wrecking crew 
arrived on the scene, and with their 
ald and the use of a derrick, a dozen 
or more bodies were taken out and j 
brought to this city. 
At 1:50 o’clock Monday morning the 
total number of bodies recovered was 
j forty-four. 
It was then stated there were at 
least thirty more corpses. 
When the rear car of the train 
caught on the abutment of the bridge 
t wher it hung, poised for a minute, 
ther was a frantic rushe of the pas- 
i sengers for the rear door. 
Probably 
! a score or more got out, and as the 
car plunged over the edge, leaped into 
the water. The moment s delay, bow- 
; ever, gave several passengers an op- 


j portunity to leap in the water before 
; the car was finally submerged. 
Motorman Scott stuck to his post 
and went down with his train. 
Con­ 
ductor Curtis also perished. The third 
trainman. 
Brakeman 
Wood, proved 
himself a hero. 
When the train left 
the rails, and was bumping over the 
ties, Wood ran to the rear door of the 
last car. threw it wide open and held 
it for the passengers, to escape. 
He 
held the door until the car slid off 
the bridge, and went into the water 
with it. He then swam to shore. His 
action in holding the door open prob­ 
ably saved many lives.

FAMILY WIPED OUT. 


“God Only Knows Where I 8hal1 Go." 
Says Sorrowing Survivor. 
Auantic City, O ct 29.—A special 
train from Philadelphia reached the 
•cene of the wreck Monday morning 
carrying among others three divers. 
The ‘ eibrts of the men resulted in 
bringing to the surface of three more 
bodies within a few hours. 
All told, 
thirty-seven dead lay In the impro­ 
vised morgue and at IO o’clock wretch­ 
ed and suffering persons seeking lost 
ones 
were 
permitted to enter the 
chamber of death. Most heartrending 
were the scenes, and men who had 
worked with strong arms and hearts 
to bring bodies from beneath the wa­ 
ters 
of “The 
Thoroughfare” 
were* 
moved to tears. 
Among the most pathetic cases was 
that of Samuel McElroy of Philadel­ 
phia^ who. 
after a sleepless 
night, 
found his family wiped out by the dis­ 
aster. 
His 
wife 
and 
five-year-old 
daughter were lying 
dead 
in 
the 
morgue and hla three-year-old boy is 
missing. When officials making a rec­ 
ord of identification asked for his ad­ 
dress the broken-hearted man replied: 
“It was 2029 Green street, but I shall 
never return there. 
God only knows 
where I shall go." 
A few minutes after IO o’clock the 
wrecking crew brought from the water 
the first car of the train and carried it 
to land. The wrecked and broken car 
contained no bodies, but three bodies 
were brought up with lifting of car 
from its bed of mud, which seems to 
bear out the theory advanced by the 
police that some of the bodies may 
have floated away. 
Up ta 3 o'clock Monday afternoon 
fifty-three 
persons 
were 
positively 
known to have lost their lives In the 
wreck. 
Of this number 
forty-seven 
have been identified, two were missing 
and four yet remained in the morgue 
unidentified.

It contains seven tickets, 
and will be 
designated as the 
' blanket ballot” —-th at is the can­ 
didates of all political parties will 
be upon the same ballot, but in 
different colum ns, and, in addition 
to the nam es of the several polit - 
ical 
parties and the 
nominees 
thereof, there will be a blank col­ 
umn in w hich parties may write 
the name of any person for whom 
they desire to vote for office, if the 
person is not already on the ballot 
as the nominee of some political 
party. 
F or instance, if a voter 
desires to vote for all the nominees 
of the Democratic party except 
those for 
governor, member of 
Congress, 
county 
attorney and 
county judge, and desires to vote 
for the nom inee of the Republican 
party for governor, and for the 
nominee of the Prohibition party 
for Congress, and for the indepen­ 
dent candidate for county attorney, 
and desires to vote against all 
nominees of the People’s P arty and 
for some person whose name is 
not on any ticket for county judge, 
he will proceed to vote as follows: 
He will 
run a line 
entirely 
through the ticket of the People’s 
Party. 
On the ticket of the Democratic 
party he will run a line through 
the nominees for governor, Con­ 
gress, . com ity attorney and connty 
judge. 
He will run a line through the 
name of each of the nominees of 
the Republican party except for 
governor. 
He will run a line through the 
name of each of the nominees of 
the Prohibition party except that 
for Congress. 
He will run a line through the 
name of each of the independent 
candidates except th at for county 
attorney.

crowd of men Sunday afternoon about 
two miles south of here. 
A negro entered the home of J. P. 
Smith, living about three miles south­ 
west of here, early that morning be­ 
fore the family had arisen. 
He went 
to the room occupied by Mr. Smith’s 
twelve-year-eld daughter and woke her 
by catching hold of her. 
She called 
to her father, whereupon the negro 
made his escape. 
A negro was soon arrested by Dep­ 
uty 
Sheriff C. L. Gibson 
of Milam 
county, who brought him Into town, 
and he and W iley Fisher, another dep­ 
uty sheriff, left with him soon after 
for Cameron to place him in jail. The 
news soon spread and a crowd was 
formed, which went in pursuit, over­ 
taking the officers and taking charge 
of the negro. 
They were prevailed 
upon to send for the girl whose room 
had been entered to ascertain if he 
could be identified. This she could not 
do positively, and the officers were al­ 
lowed to proceed to Cameron. 
The negro admitted having passed 
the house, having come in on an early 
train from Temple, but denies bis 
guilt. 


R A IL S C H A R G ED . 


Picks, Shovels and Fists Also Figured 
In Battle of Railroaders. 
Louisville, Oct. 29.— A pitched battle 
In which electricity, picks, shovels and 
fists were used as weapons, and In 
which 400 men participated, was fought 
by rival track-laying gangs of the 
Louisville and Nashville railroad and 
the Louisville and 
Eastern 
Electric 
railway Sunday. 
About two score of 
the combatants were badly shocked 
or battered up, but none were seriously 
hurt. 
The fight took place just east 
of Beards, a station twenty miles east 
of Louisville, 
where 
a gang of IO' 
Louisville and Eastern men attempted 
to lay their track across the Louisville 
and Nashville line. 
They had only 
partially finished their work when 300 
Louisville and Nashville men appeared 
and started tearing the rails up. 
A 
general battle followed immediately, 
during which the Louisville and East­ 
ern men resorted to the novel expedi­ 
ent of charging the rails they had 
just laid with electricity from a trolley 
wire. 
When the Louisville and Nash­ 
ville men applied their crowbars to 
the charged rails a score of them were 
knocked stiff. 
All, however, soon re­ 
covered. 
County officials of Oldham county 
put an end to the fight, and arrested 
two dozen of the leaders on each side.

Early Mon­ 
day morning trains brought many per­ 
sona 
from 
Philadelphia 
and

pointe anxioua to learn lf dear ones 
had dropped to death. 
Up to 7 o’clock Monday 
morning 


forty-eight bodies had been recovered 
pmd at l l o’clock fifty-one. 
At that 


time It waa thought 
aixty-aix 
had 


periahed. 
The wreck occurred at the bridge 


which apans "The Thoroughfare," a 
email body of water about one mile 
outelde. 


The accident wae directly due to the 
drawbridge failing to work properly. 
The fishing schooner Siabad, recently 
wrecked off Winter Quarter Shoals, a 
short distance from Delaware Break­ 
water, had Just passed through the 
drawbridge. 
As the vessel was enter­ 
ing the draw an electric train hove in 
sight acress “ The Meadows" from the 
direction of Pleasantville. 
Before the 
draw was swung into 
position 
the 
three cars, which were running at a 
high rate of speed, dashed Into the 
trestle. 
W ith a lurch the forward car 
left the tracks and dashed into the 
guard rail, the other two cars follow­ 
ing. 
At the point where 
the 
cars 
Jumped th# track the 
top 
trestle Is 
nearly twenty feet high. 
The first 
two cars were instantly submerged, but 
the third car caught on an abutaaent 
and remained suspended. 
It was this 
car from which nearly all the Injured 
escaped. 


News of the disaster was quickly 
telegraphed to this city, and in less 
than an hour the work of rescue had 
begun. 
At the time of the accident 
the tide, which rises about ten feet, 
was running In and the work of th# 
divers was necessarily slow. 
It was 
not until several hours later that the 
divers were able to make 
progress. 
Then the awful evidences of the dis­ 
aster became more apparent. 
When 
the two cars struck the bottom of the 
waterway they stood almost on end, 
and the first man to descend reported 
th# victims packed In the lower ends 
of the submerged cars so tightly that 
It was difficult to move them. 
One by 
one the bodies were brought up, car­ 
ried to a house and laid side by side. 
later to be borne to this 
city 
and 
placed In the Empire theater. 
Thousands of persons quickly gath­ 
ered at the scene of the disaster and 
scores of boats soon surrounded the I 
spot where the cars disappeared, but 
they were unable to render any ald. 
At the morgue the scenes were pa­ 
n tie. 
Persons who had relatives or 
friends on the ill-fated ears crowded 
about the door, and with difficulty were 
restrained from forcing their way into 
the building. 
The Royal Artillery band of Phila­ 
delphia was on the train. P. Angnerso, 
a member, could not go. so he loaned 
his uniform to another member. 
The 
latter was drowned. 
Friends of W alter Scott, motorman 
of the wrecked train, who is among 
the dead, told a story, here that Scott 
had a quarrel with his father and 
mother at Camden before starting for 
his day’s work. 
The father, an old lo­ 
comotive fireman, insisted 
that 
the 
trains run over the electric railway 
were not safe and that they were sure 
to come to grief. 
Mrs. Scott hung on 
her son’s arms and begged him not to 
take the train out, but the young man ; 
brushed 
his 
parents 
aside. 
Scott : 
stuck to his controller and threw on 
the airbrakes as his train 
left 
the 
tracks. 
Survivors say they felt the gripping 
of the Iron shoes on the wheels and 
the second and third cars slowed up | 
If the couplings had let go it is prol> , 
able that only the first coach would 
have fallen off the bridge, but the 
couplings held fast.
